Though he entered The Army Work from the 
Corps of Scarhoro tn Yorkshire, England, Briga- 
dier Barr is not a Yorkshire man by birth, having 
first seen the light in "Bonnie Scotland." When 
quite a youth he visited London, and the sight of 
a dmoken man lying in the gutter made him 
resolve that he would never touch drinb. He 
looks hack on that as the turning point in his 
life, for realizing that he would need the help of 
God in the keeping- of his resolution he hcgail to 
pray, and was thus led not only to be a total 
abstainer, hut to a knowledge of Salvation, He 
joined The Salvation Army in his home town and 
became an aggressive Soldier.
